There is discrepancy in the number of copies of History 
of Whately on hand as compared with reports;of previous 
years. These books have been in the hands of Mr. 8. W. 
Allis for the last ten years, and in his report two years ago he 
reported 183 copies on hand. Last year 100 copies were re- 
ported, 33 having been accounted for. This year 19 copies . 
have been sold and accounted for, and Mr. Allis reports 35 
copies in his hands.and 4 delivered to parties not paid for. 
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There are 38 copies in the hands of the Selectmen, leaving a 
deficiency of 39 copies. 

On account of the decision of the Supreme Court in Taare 
to the taxation of the Smith Charities under the new law for 
taxation of mortgaged real estate, it became necessary for our 
Assessors to abate $1,479.71 of the tax assessed to the Smith 
Charities; consequently our balance sheet shows an increase 
of town debt $934.59, instead of a decrease of $545.12, which 
would have been otherwise shown. 


We have endeavored to have all bills presented for payment 
in season to put the reports in the hands of the printer as 
early as possible, and posted notices to haveall bills presented 
for payment on or before Feb. 15, 1884, but did not succeed 
in getting in all that we expected before Feb. 23, leaving but 
little time to finish the reports in season to have them printed 
and distributed before the annual meeting. In the hurry to 
finish up the reports mistakes are more liable to occur, as was 
the case last. year in settlement with the Treasurer, where in 
his account he had not debited himself for the amount of 
abatement orders and orders for discount on taxes, which were 
passed over to him by the Collector. The amount, with inte- 
rest, has since been paid into the treasury. 

There is a small bill due E. C. Davis, civil engineer, of 
Northampton, for surveying on the line between Whately and 
Conway. This survey is unfinished; three bound stones 
should be set on three of the four highways which the line 
crosses. A little work has been done in making a preliminary 
survey on the south line of Whately, west of Chestnut Plain 
street; enough to show that the land in that vicinity is not all 
taxed. A careful survey should be made and bound stones 
set. 

_A- contract has been made for posts to repair the fence at 
the cemetery in the east part of the town, and the work of 
repairing can be done in early spring.

The excavations for foundations were made several feet be-- 
low the bed of the stream, and with the increased width of 
water-way there seems little danger of the walls undermining. 

Two stone culverts have been built at a cost of $23.31. 
Repairs on West Brook bridge $23.34. Repairs on 15 other 
bridges and culverts about $105.00. 

The town has now one iron bridge, and seven stone culverts 
laid in cement, built during the past two years, and we think 
it should be the poliey of the town to continue building such 
permanent structures, a few every year, until they have all 
been rebuilt. The bridge on the cross road is in very bad 
condition. It has been built less than seven years. The iron 
for a suitable bridge there, of the same pattern as the lane 
bridge, but not as wide into four teet, could be had, placed in 
position, for about $950.00, and one suitable for the West 
Brook bridge, same width asjlane bridge, for about $600.00. 
Iron bridges of other patterns can be had for less money. 


HIGHWAYS. 

The usual appropriation for repairs on highways was last 
year reduced 50 per cent., or from $1,200.00 to $600.00, and 
in order to make needed repairs it was necessary to purchase a 
new road machine, which was obtained at a cost of $250.00. 
Machines for less money could have been obtained, but we 
are confident that it would not have been for the best interest 
of the town to have got the cheaper machines. It has often 
been remarked that the roads have been kept in better repair 
than in previous years, and we think that with similar man- 
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agement $600.00 will keep the roads in repair the present 
year. ) 


PAUPERS. 


Our pauper expenses have been slightly reduced, with a 
prospect of further reduction this year. Albert W. Judd, 
who has been maintained at Northampton lunatic hospital, at 
the expense of the“town, it is hoped will become self-support- 


ing soon. .

REMARKS. 


With the present week closes another year of the common 
school terms ; and your committee render the following report. 

The district schools have been throughout, the year under 
the instruction of competent teachers, who we believe have 
labored faithfully to merit the confidence reposed in them ; 
and to win the just approbation of both parents and papils.— 
We are pleased to notice in some of tlie schools a greater de- 
gree of order than has formerly reigned. And we would 
earnestly ask the hearty co-operation of parents with the 
teacher in impressing upon the minds of children that this is 
one of the first principles of a successful school; and that 
none but an indifferent or inattentive pupil can fail of acquir- 
ing knowledge in any school where order is the first law. 

The superiority of the private school taught by Miss Mary 
Brown, over the public high school of former years, is too 
self-evident to need the suggestion of your committee, that no 
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money be appropriated for high school purposes. This school 
under the instruction of Miss Brown, has been a decided suc- 
cess, and it is to be hoped that the good work begun under 
her tuition will be continued in years to come. Not only has 
she given the scholars the benefit of her own valuable know- 
ledge; but she has also called to her aid a corps of instructors 
in music and science, which has been most thoroughly appre- 
ciated by her pupils. 

This year the committee have been obliged to spend quite 
a sum of money for school books used in the common schools ; 
many of these cannot be bought of the book sellers around 
here, and it was deemed advisable to keep on hand an assort- 
ment of those used in town. There is on hand, in the hands 
of the committee $64.02 worth, the money for which will be 
paid to the town treasurer as soon as, they are sold.
